Mass  Obligation 
Begins  October  7 

First  Friday  Mass  obligation 
will  begin  next  Friday  Oct.  7,  in 
the  student  chapel.  This  marks 
the  first  time  the  mass  will  be 
compulsory  since  May  1959. 

Trial  Run  Fails 

It  was  made  compulsory  after 
last  years  trial  run  failed.  The 
trial  run  was  an  agreement  be- 
tween the  student  council  and  the 
Administration  that  First  Friday 
Mass  would  be  voluntary  if  it  was 
well  attended  by  the  student  body. 

The  entire  Administration  of 
the  college  was  disappointd  at 
the  failure  of  the  students  to  at- 
tend spiritual  exercises  voluntar- 
ily. In  accordance  with  the  above 
mentioned  agreement  the  Student 
council  passed  another  resolution 
making  First  Friday  Mass  again 
compulsory. 

Father  Bourbon  is  quite  opti- 
mistic about  the  future.  “I  would 
like  to  see  the  attendance  at  First 
Friday  Mass  put  on  a voluntary 
basis,”  states  the  Dean  of  Men, 
“but  if  a better  urging  is  needed 
to  assist  the  student  in  obtaining 
spiritual  graces,  such  a method 
must  be  used.”

First  Things  First 

Up  to  February  1959,  attendance  at  First  Friday  Mass  was  com- 
pulsory for  all  Catholic  students  at  Loyola.  At  this  historic  juncture 
the  Dean  of  Studies  approved  a voluntary  attendance  system.  Ob- 
jections were  raised  that  the  former  system  of  collecting  attendance 
slips  was  detrimental  to  the  spirit  of  First  Friday  devotions  and 
should  be  abolished  by  the  administration.  Under  this  system,  a 
Catholic  student  who  missed  Mass  on  the  first  Friday  of  the  month 
received  a cut  in  Theology. 

Since  the  point  of  objection  was  the  collection  of  attendance 
slips  rather  than  attending  Mass,  Dean  Hoggson  approved  a three- 
semester  test  period  which  ended  last  June.  The  prime  condition 
was  that  there  should  be  no  significant  drop  in  attendance  if  such  a 
system  would  become  permanent.  If  a significant  decrease  (35%  of 
Catholic  students)  occurred  for  three  consecutive  months,-  the  test 
would  be  deemed  a failure  and  the  former  system  re-established. 

By  Spring  of  1960,  it  was  evident  to  all  that  the  temporary 
system  of  voluntary  attendance  had  failed.  On  April  27th,  the  system 
was  the  topic  of  a heated  debate  at  a meeting  of  the  Student  Council, 
marked  by  arguments  for  and  against  moral  obligations,  the  interjec- 
tion of  theological  discussions,  and  theories  on  student  representation. 
The  debate  split  the  council  down  the  middle,  leaving  the  decision 
in  the  hands  of  Tom  Dwyer,  the  Council  President.  Acting  on  the 
agreement  made  with  Dean  Hoggson,  Mr.  Dwyer  passed  the  motion, 
re-establishing  compulsory  attendance. 

That  the  students  failed  to  live  up  to  their  part  of  the  agreement 
is  established.  But  whether  or  no  it  is  right  for  the  Administration 
to  coerce  the  Catholic  students  to  attend  First  Friday  Mass  under  pain 
of  penalty  will  remain  a popular  topic  of  “cafe  conversation”  for 
some  time  to  come.

Society,  and  serves  as  correspond- 
ing secretary  of  the  Student 
Council.
